NOTES TAKEN FROM DEPOSIT 


Witnesses Tell of Their Removal the 
Day Builder Died. 


What wae cheracterized ae a remarkable | 


plot to nullify the provisions of a will, was 
frustrated yesterday in à decision handed 
down by Judge Julian W. Mack. The jurist 
ruled that certain relatives of the late Pat- 
rick J. Sexton, specifically mentioned in the 
will, were entitled to $170,000 of the estate 
of nearly $1,500,000, 

The claims of the relatives were fought 
stubbornly by the widow, Mrs. Anna Sex- 
ton, who, it was charged, forged ber hus- 
band’s name to an order for admission to 
the safety ‘deposit vault where à letter of 
instruction was kept, Mrs. Sexton at present 
is living in Washington, D. C., where her 
son is attending eee. Her residence is in 
Waukegan. 

Witnesses testified that on the day of Sex- 
ton's death, Oct. 28, 1908, and the day follow- 
ing, Mre. Sexton and Samuel T. Jacobs, Sex- 
ton’s private secretary, either destroyed or 
hid the letter of instruction ang twelve notes 
for $140,000 left by Mr. Sexton to his relatives. 


Claims Letter Told of Motes. 

The case, according to Attorney George 
W. Plummer, is unprecedénted: In 
annals of Ulinois. The difficulty of the claim- 
ants wes in proving the existence of the notes 
at the time of Mr. Bexton’e death and the 
amount of each. In the will probeted, which 
wes the third testament executed dy Mr. 
Sexton, no mention of the amounts of the 
notes was made. 

The letter at instruction alleged to heave 
been stolen from the yault, counsel contend- 
ed, contained specific instructions to the 
executor as to the amounts of the notes, and, 
if found, would have obviated a lawsuit. It 
was shown that Mrs. Sexton knew of the 
existence of the letter, which was mentioned 
fn the win, of which she had a copy prior to 

the death of her hushand, 


$600,000 Profit in One Deal. 
Mr. Sexton was a leading bullding con- 
tractor and brick manufacturer of Chicago. 


connection with the construction of the old 
county building and had several large con- 
tracts on the drainage canal. He also was 
interested in the Ogden Gas company, and 
at one time, it was stated, he made $600,000 
in a single gaq deal. 

He lived at 1840 Michigan avenue with his 
wife and two sons—Thomas O'D. Sexton and 
Patrick J. Sexton Jr. In December, 1903, 
his last will was admitted to probate. In 
it he provided thet the widow should be 
given what was allowed by law-—one-third 
share of the estate. It provided that his 
elder son, Thomas, should be given $100,000 
and two farms of 178 acres each at Lake 
Villa, III., and the remainder, after the pay- 
ment of certain bequests, should be held in 
trust for the younger eon, Patrick, then 10 
years oid. 

| Drew Series of Wills. 

In 1888 Gexton drew a will in which he 

made certain bequests to his relatives, for 


thie: | 

Mre. Kate M. Keeler, ne his. — 
John M. L. Sexton, each be given 620.000, in 
the form of four notes to become due after 
his death. 

To his nieces, Susy and Kate McAnrow 
and Lucinda and Elizabeth Reilley, he gave 
similar notes for $10,000 each. His nephews, 
John and Owen McAnrow and John and 
Thomas Rellley, were each remembered with 
a note for $5,000: 

With time Sexton’s riches grew and on 
June 26, 1902, he executed his last will, drawn 
by John N. Jewett. In this he mentions that 
his relatives have been provided for. 


Notes Missing from Valise. 
The day following Sexton's death a valise 
containing a package addressed to the Rev, 
Hugh P. Smyth of Evanston was delivered 


The package had been sealed by Sacobs, 
Sexton's private secretary, and contained the 
last will and some private papers. The twelve 
notes, supposed to have been with the will 
were missing. As the will referred to the let- 
ter of instructions search for it was made at 
the safety deposit vauH. Then, for the first 
time, Sexton's relatives were told that on the 
day of his death Mre. Sexton and Jacobs had 
visited the vault, 

The will was offered for probate, and as the 
relatives were unable to specify the exact 
amount of their individual claims, Judge Cut- 
ting refused to admit them. Appeal to the 
Circuit court was made in 1905 and Judge

New Inquiry, Then Ultimatum. 

Then another investigation of the affair 
was made by Edward O’Bryan, attorney for 
the New York Life Insurance company. At- 
torney O’Bryan rendered a lengthy written 
opinion in which he found the same state of 
affairs to which Attorney Sears had called 
attention. 

It was following the delivery of this opinion 
that an ultimatum was served on Moulton 
and Rosenfeld to take the bonds out of the 
treasury and replace them with cash. A 
threat was made by responsible individuals 
that unléss this was done at once a criminal 
prosecution of the persons gullty of the bond 
fraud would be instituted. 

Following this Moulton told Hamill the Ex- 
celsior bonds had been discovered to be worth- 
less and asserted it had been startling news 
to him. He was inclined to blame Rosenfeld 
for the trouble. Attorney Hamill got into 
action at once and made an independent in- 
vestigation. He found that instead of own- 
ing the Garden City block the Excelsior com- 
pany merely had an option on the leasehold 
and not a particularly valuable option at 
that. 

Hamill informed the insurance department 
of the muddle and served an ultimatum upon 
Moulton and Rosenfeld to compel Worth- 
ington to return tne $200,000 worth of Secur- 
itty Life stock and take back his Excelsior 
bonds. But Worthington ignored Moulton. 
Then Hamill tried his hand at persuading 
Worthington to give up the stock, but Worth- 
ington retained an attorney and prepared 
to stand pat. There were several conferences 
between Hamill and Worthington and his 
attorney, the last being held at the Uni- 
versity club, where Hamill gave Worthing- 
ton one hour of grace in which to return the 
stock 

Worthington, after a consultation with hfs 
attorney, went to his office and returned 
with the stock. Hamill ‘and Worthington 
then ‘visited the Western Life Indemnity 
company's offices on the sixth floor of the 
Masonic temple, where the exchange was 
made. Moulton and Rosenfeld returned the 
Excelsior bonds to Worthington, but the 
Western Life officials — not allowed to 
get the Seourity Life stock into their hands 
again.” Attorney Hamill, as the representa- 
tive of the insurance department, announced 


bona fide sale of it could be effected. 
Stocks Sold at Loss of 84, 000. 


The Excelsior bonds were removed from 
the Western Life treasury on March 11. They 
had been there just seven weeks in defiance 
of Judge Kohlsaat's order. The Security 
Life stock was placed in a safety deposit box 
and a couple of months later Attorney Hamill 
negotiated its sale to ex-Gov. Durbin of In- 
diana, W. O. Johnson, and their associates, 
for $196,000. Hamill decided this was the” 
best price he could get for it and when he 
had turned the amount into the Western Life 
treasury the latter company was out just 
$4,000 by virtue of the whole deal. 

‘The depreciation of the value of the stock 
is explained on the ground that Worthington 
in the few weeks he was president of the com- 
pany had played frenzied finance with its 
resources. Durbin and Johnson put the com- 
pany on a solid basis and continued it as the 
Security Life Insurance Company of 
America. 

What happened to the Excelsior bond issue 
after that remains a mystery. According 
to one account the bonds and the trust deed 
were destroyed by Secretary Thorpe at the 
direction of Worthington. At any rate the 
mission of the Excelsior Safety Deposit com- 
pany hed been fulfilled, for on Match 81 
. 5 dissolved formally by the incorpora- 

The Excelsior bond affeir led toa falling out 
between Moulton and Rosenfeld and the lat- 
ter soon afterward severed his connection 
with the company. Worthington aleo retired 
precipitately from his position with the Chi- 
cago Savings Bank and Trust company. He 
lingered in Chicago fora time dallying with 
various deals and then went to Kansas City. 
gO a year or more ago 
and came into prominence as a newly ac- 
quired official of the illfated Federal bank.

Worthington was reluctant to discuss the 
matter.

„Why, there's nothing to that affair at 
all,” he said I didn’t know anything about 
the Excelsior company—didn’t have anything 

do with organizing it and didn’t know 
there was such a company till long after 
it was incorporated. Yes, Schmitz was work- 
ing under me at the Chicago Savings bank, 
but I haven't the least idea how he came 
to be connected with the company. It was 
absolutely without my knowledge. * 

„The bonds of the Excelsior came my way 
in the ordinary course of business, and I 
got acquainted with Thorpe and the other 
officers of the company in just a casual sort 
of way. They had a good property—the 
Garden City block and some other real 
estate, and the bonds were all right. If 
they didn’t have value at the time they could 
have beeh given value. 


Good Option, but Not His. 


„No, I didn’t have anything to do with the 
option on the Garden City block. That was 
Thorpe’s affair. It was a good option and 
the bonds were issued on whatever property 
the company owned ofmight own. That was 
the way the trust deed read. 

I heart that the Security Life stock was 
for sale and offered the Excelsior bonds in 
exchange. But the deal never was consum- 
mated. The bonds were placed in escrow 
with Charies H. Hamill. I never got the 
stock and the Western Life never got the 
bonds. It was all a tentative deal. There 
may have been a memorandum of the bonds 
in their treasury, but nothing more. 

“I never had anything to do with the bond 
issue—didn t know anything about the bonds 
being printed. I saw the trust deed once and 
it looked all right. But I never had any deal- 
ings with the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany with régard to the matter. I never took 
the deed away to have it recorded—it was 
the business of the trust company to have it 
recorded. | 

“The deal was called off after an Investi- 
gation made by Riggs.

Claude C. Hopkins of the Lard & Thomas 
Advertising agency ef Chicago was the guest 
of honor and the chief speaker. In order to 
make him feel at home there wete lantern 
pictures of his home town and the show 
was preceded by louc walls from a wind ma- 
chine. Also there wa4a song to the tune of 
Nobody.“ which tol@ in detail that no- 
body knew as much about advertising or got 
as much for his knowledge as Mr. Hopkins. 

Mr. Hopkins had much to say about the 
dollar drawing power of the craft and the 
men behind the ads. He deolared that 
“many a learned essayist has reagon to 
envy our income” and that a real live ad- 
vertising man could “ sell carpets to cave 
dwellers.“ He. thought, however, that 
“ad” writers should never use this power 
without a proper motive, that they should 
always refuse to advertise that which they 
could not themselves believe in. 

Before we have put a word on paper,” 
he sald, we must reach a pitch where we 
feel that those who don’t buy what we offer 
are wronging themselves.“ 

The speaker was inclined to bewail the 
fact that the advertising man may not sign 
the wonders of his creation and must there- 
fore die unsung. ,

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Miss Margaret Haley Offers Bi- 
varre Explanation of Supt. 
Cooley’s Action, 


Otto C. Schneider, member of the Art in- 
gtitute and president of the board of educa- 
tion, took a hand yesterday in the educational 
controversy between Supt. Cooley and the 
faculty of the Michigan avenue inetitution. 

By the time he had finished saying what 
he thinks of the situation there was little 
doubt concerning how at least one member 
of the Institute regards Mr. Cooley’s action 
in dropping the art school from the list of the 
institutions from which the board accepts 
promotional credits. 

“They have been handing us an educa- 
dional gold brick over there, Mr. Schneider 
ad. We have known it a long time and 
they have known it. Our experience with 
the institute has cost us at least $160,000 in 
salary raises, most of it obtained, I may say, 
under false pretenses. Under those circum- 
stances I hardly think we can give the teach- 
ers the raises they want this year. 

“Through this work at the Art institute 
the number of teachers who received raises 
was increased in six months from about 400 
to about 2,000. Does that look like adequate 
supervision? This investigating committee 
of the board will do little but go over Mr. 
Cooley's statements and hear what the m- 
stitute people have to say. Mr. Cooley and. 
Mrs. Young had the authority and the in- 
stitute has been dropped from our st.“ 


Conference to Be Held Today. 

The committee, which is composed of 
Trustees Urion, Kohn, Spiegel, Blackwood, 
and Greifenhagen, will meet at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon at the board rooms. Others 
who will attend the conference are Director | 
W. M. R. French, Register Ralph Holmes, 
Miss Buckley, head of the teachers’ depart- 
ment, and other members of the Art insti- 
tute faculty; Charles L. Hutchinson, presi- 
gent of the art institute prganization;. 
Bupt. Cogley, and Mrs. Ella Fiagg Young; 
principal of the Chicago Norma! school. 

Director French repeated in the afternoon 
bis declaration that the institute “has no 
apology to make to the board of education,” 
Most of Mr. Cooley's charges, he said, were 
unjust. He admitted that students had 
been placed in charge of classes of school 
teachers, but these, he said, had been stu- 
Gents who were nearly ready to be grad- 
usted and were well equipped as instructors. 


Holds Teachers Competent. 
“We have tried hard to codperate with 


the public school system,” he said, “ but it } 


seems to be impossible. The Field museum 
has had the same experience. Mr. Cooley 
doesn't seem to want to work with us. I have 
u had time to examine Mr. Cooley’s 
charges except in the most cursory manner, 
and for the present I can only say that we 
conformed to the board’s requirements so 
far as we could ascertain them. The teachers 
were competent and the courses were sub- 
stantial and well conducted, though short. 

“ We shall welcome an investigation by the 
school board or from-any quarter. I don’t 
‘know what a gold brick ts, for I am not fa- 
miliar with slang, but I doubt whether Presi- 
éént Schneider is sure what he is talking 
about.” * 

Charles L. Hutchinson, president of the in- 
stitute, said that the standing of the Institu- 
tion is such that it cannot be questioned. 

“Sir Caspar Purdon Clarke spent some 
time with us recently,“ he said, “ and on re- 
turning to the east he told a friend that our 
school was the best he had seeri either here or

Secret Service at Work. 

District Attorney Stimson has had some of 
the papers in the Panama canal case for s+ v- 
eral weeks. and it is understood that the 
secret service has been at work in the matter. 
Chief Flynn, head of the local secret service 
force, was one of Mrs. Stimson’s callers to- 
day and Stimson spent considerable time 
with Judge Lacombe. Mr. Stimson was asked 
if he proposed to institute sugh an inquiry.

“And yet, gentlemen, that constitution, 
simple, clear; and comprehensive, has in the 
past been capable of so fair construction as 
to meet in a marvelous way the develop- 
ments and emergencies of our country which 


could not have been anticipated by those who 


framed it, in any detail at all, and 1 am cer- 


tain that the sante constitution will meet the 


emergencies which may come in the future.“

DOWNTOWN BOULEVARDS. 
Jackson street is a boulevard. 80 is 
Michigan avenue as far north as Jackson, 
and sooner or later will be made one to 
the river. It is proposed that La Salie 
be boulevarded from Jackson to the river 


and Washington from La Salle to the 
south branch. There are car tracks tn 


both streets, with no prospects of their 
removal. The ideal boulevard has no 


such ineumbraneces. There is some heavy 


traffic on both streets which, if they were 
boulevarded, would have to seek adjacent 
streets. That now using La would 
be thrown on Clark and Fifth “avenue, 
both of which are at times crowded: 
The business traffic of the downtown 
district, whether handled by teams or 
cars, must be taken care of. The quer- 
tion whether it could de taken care of if 
the two streets whicl’ have been men- 
tioned were dedicated to a special 1 2 
pose should be answered satisfactorily be- 
fore any aflirmative action is taken. 


First of all, the hotrly volume of traffic 


for each of the streets within the loop 
should be ascertained. That would not 
be a difficult matter. Then it would be 
possible to form an idea of the effect 
which boulevarding one or two streets 
would have on other streets. If it were 
to congest them the project would be in- 
admissible. 

It may be said that the streets will be 
less crowded after a subway system shall 
bave been constructed. It is probable 
that that would be the case for a time. 


But it must not be forgotten that this is 


a city where trade and traffic are growing 
rapidly. Whatever may be done to make 
the streets less crowded will have only a 
temporary effect. 3 
„Nothing will be lost by delaying action 
on the question of boulevarding the two 
streets. They will stay where they are, 
ready to be turned into boulevards when- 
ever it can be proved that it can be done 
without injury to the business interests of 
the city.

ASKS MODERN BRAKES ON A. 

Chicago, Jan. 12.—[Editor of The fribune.] 
Last Saturday morning I was on the South 
Side L local that was run into by the Engle- 
wood express between Wabash avenue and 
State street at about 9 a. m. There was no 
fog or smoke to obscure the view of the 
motorman of the express train at the time. 
And to say that this collision was unavoida- 
ble on account of the Quilding at the south- 
west corner of Wa avenue and State 
street obstructing the view of the motorman, 
in my judgment is not correct, for there is 
no point at this turn but what the motorman 
can see at least 150 feet ahead around the 
curve and I beWleve over 200 feet. 

Now, is it not possible, with the modern 
airbrake and the reverse power, to stop our 
L trains, going, as they do, not at a high rate 
of speed around a curve in less than twenty- 
five feet? 

We are told that the brakes did not work 
at the time the Metropolitan L train at- 
tempted to climb the jack-knife bridge at the 
river. But the motorman has reverse 
power at alltimes. Would it not be wise for 
our tity fethers to get busy along this line 
and oblige the companies operating these L. 
roads to place an extra motorman at the 
front of every train and where he can at 
once apply the brakes or to communicate 
with the acting motorman?

Instances of expulsion from the Royal acad- 
emy of England are so extremely rare that 
the compulsory resignation of Alfred Gn 
bert, one of the most gifted of British sculp- 
tors, deserves more than passing mention. 
Gilbert’s work qualified him in every respect 
for membership of the academy, and among 
his most famous works are his statue of 
Queen Victoria, at Winchester; his memorial 
to the duke of Clarepece at Windsor; his 
95 Toarus,”’ his Perseus, his Kiss of Vic- 
tory,”". and also the beautiful silver 
epergne which he made for Queen Victoria, 
and which is now among the treasures of 
Wincor castle. But he is shown to have 
made a common practice of accepting money 
for commissions, and then neglecting to exe- 
cute the work, on the ground that it no longer 
appealed to his artistic sense. 

Among his principal victims have been Mrs. 
Frankau, the novelist, who Writes under the 
name of Frank Danby,“ and the late Sir 
Henry Irving; while in one of the grossest 
cases the victim was actually one of the very 
members of the Royal academy who had 
voted for his election. A few years before 
the latter had taken place, this Royal-aca- 
demician, who had appreciated Gilbert's tal- 
ent, had purchased of him a beautiful silver 
statuette. It is customary on election for 
each new member to present some work of 
his to the academy. Gilbert borrowed the 
silver statuette, under the plea of copying 
it for presentation to the academy, and, hav- 
ing secured possession thereof in this way, 
not only presented the original to the acad- 
emy, but actually neglected to make a repli- 
ca thereof or to return him the money which 
be had paid for it. 

Of course conduct such as this rendered his 
remaining in England impossible, and for 
some time past he has been living at Bruges, 
It is probable that, having now been forced 
out of the Royal academy, he will be de- 
prived by the king of his membership of the |.

More business was 
crowded into the final twenty minutes than 
was shown ip all the rest of the session, cov- 
ering by frightened shorts materially en- 
‘pancing the elevating power of the Patten 
support.

Cash Demand a Stimulant. 

Aside from the tonic derived from the big 
bulls’ support, much strength came in sym- 
‘pathy with reports of improving domestic 
cash sales and important workings at the 
seaboard for export. The severe jolting suf- 
fered the day before made the shorts keenly 
susceptible to anything that rubbed the 
wrong way, and the mere suggestion Patten 
brokers were executing buying orcers stirred 
up much uneasiness. Although the big-own- 
ers did practically nothing in the early trad- 
ing, the rank and file of operators, bearishly 
inclined, moved with pronounced timidity, 
holding close to the shore with their wits 
alert and watchful. 


Foreign Marts Ignore Local Rise. 

The leading foreign markets failed to give 
the expected response to the respectable up- 
turn here the day before, final quotations 
sbowing ud firmer at Liverpool, e high- 
er at Paris, e up at Berlin, %c weaker at 
Budapest, which was affected by more favor- 
able conditions in Hungary, and unchanged 
‘to %c lower at Antwerp. The week’s exports 
from the Argentine were estimated at 1,260,- 
000 bu, about twice as large as the shipments 
of last week, but approximately 900,000 bu 
legs than the showing for the correspondin 
period last year. | 

One of the private wire houses had a mes- 
sage to the effect that 51 boatloads of wheat 
had been sold by exporters at New York to 
‘Europe, and it was reported that Kansas City 
had sold 150,000 bu to Mexico, but some of the 
‘traders were inclined to believe this a repeti- 
tion of a previous report. The local demand 
for No. 2 red winter finally developed into 
important proportions, and leading north- 
western markets late in the day noted a ma- 
terial expansion of the demand for the better 
‘grades of milling wheat. Country elevators 
fn the northwest were said to have sold much 
more freely to country millers. Stocks of 
at Minneapolis showed an increase of 
55,000 bu for five days, a loss of 45,000 bu 
‘from the showing for four days. 

Receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis were a 
little more liberal at 233 cars, but fell 106 cars 
under those of the like day last year. Pri- 
mary arrivals aggregated 421,000 bu, against

seaboard were light at 92,000 bu, wheat and 
eur.
